’86 - ’87

The Oyster River High 
School Board approved a 
seven period day which will 
start in the 1986-87 school 
year at its June 3 meeting. 

The current school day is 
six 50 minute periods, going 
from 8:00 a.m. to 2:15 p.m. 
The addifitional period would 
add 35 to 40 minutes to each 
day when enacted. 

Mr. Jones commented on 
how it will affect the school. 
"A seven period day would 
permit us to increase the 
amount of time teachers have 
to work individually with stu¬ 
dents or converse with other 
teachers." 

According to Jones, an 
extra period would allow stu¬ 
dents to increase their course 
options and time for an in¬ 
dependent study. Also, the 
science courses would be abl e 
to have a laboratory period 
without interrupting other 
classes. 

Jones said "A seventh 
period will provide us with 
the opportunity to better 
support the instructional pro¬ 
gram and individual student 
work." 

Problems associated with 
the 7 period day are le s s time 
for extracurricular activities 
or a job. Also, a new busing 
schedule will have to be 
arranged. 

In any event, a seven 
period day will be enacted 
during the 1986-87 school 
year.

Dear Editor: 

I am an 18 year old 
Oyster River student who is 
soon to graduate. However, I 
am very disturbed concerning 
the Graduation Ceremony at 
our school and am anxious for 
well-needed changes to take 
place. At present, the female 
graduates are dressed in 
white, while The male 
graduates are dressed in 
blue.? the grand-march 
procession is separated by 
gender, with white females 
coming from one direction 
and blue males from another; 
and the two lines of 
graduates which are 
separated and dressed by 
gender are arranged by 
height. 

I find the white gowns a 
blatant gender stamp which is 
inappropriate, especially at 
graduation. In no manner up 
to graduation has Oyster 
River separated male and 
female students. Bathrooms 
and several sports are the 
only exceptions because of 
physique. But graduation has 
nothing to do with physique. 
Graduation is a day to 
emphasize the unity of an 
entire class, not break it up 
into males and females, dress 
them differently and have 
them enter from opposite 
sides. If Oyster River was an 
all male school, I wonder 


which students would wear 
white - as the cry for 
representing both school 
colors is so strongly 
advocated - cr if white would 
be worn at all. I am disturbed 
that my sex determined my 
robe odor and the line of 
graduates which I will be 
walking in with. I have spent 

the last 13 years of academia 
with close male and female 
graduates and am embittered 
at not being able to share 
this important day with males 
and females on equal par. 

The grand-march looses 
its grandeur as females oome 
from one direction, males 
from another. The pure, 
simple line meets - but does 
not mix with - the ambitious, 
determined line. As a Durham 
resident for 14 years, I have 
grown up, played and studied 
with BOTH sexes, and yet I 
march in a line with one sex 
only, and meet my male 
graduates??? I would like to 
share the ceremony with all 
classmates. 

At Oyster River, the 
best-looking graduation 
ceremony has long been 
adhered to: graduates are 
arranged by height. Is 
graduation a time for 
looks??!! I hardly think so. 
The point of graduation is 
being pushed aside with 
pettiness. That the shortest 
members of the class must go 
first, whether they want to 
cr not, and the tall graduates 
must take up the rear. 


because it looks good is 

abominable. I am 5'5" so I am 
destined to stand between 2 
female graduates who are 
5'4" and 5'6". Whether I 
Know them well cr have any 
affinity for them is not 
important; their height is. 

These traditions have 
been carried out for so long 
that they haven't been 
questioned, and certainly 
haven't been altered. But I 
think the time has come. 
Oyster River graduates to be, 
think flagrent sexism which is 
hieing perpetuated by the 
robes, and by the separated 
march. If the changes aren't 
made this year, make sure 

next year. Other high school 
graduates, take a look at 
your graduation procedure 
and ensure that all graduates 
are equal and are united.

Dr. Nishma Duffy, Equal 
Access Consultant for the NH 
Division of Vocational Tech¬ 
nical Education, spoke on the 
employment and domestic 
obstacles most women face. 

"Women's issues are not 
dead," stated Dr. Duffy." We 
are still hoping for equality 
in work, better childcare, and 
an end to discrimination." 

Dr. Duffy emphasized the 
fact that 80% of women work 
for under §10,000 a year, and 
secure such typical roles as 
nurses, teachers, and 
secretaries. 

"The criminal aspect of 
this society," explained Dr. 
Duffy, "is that it doesn't let 
the girls enter into more male 
oriented fields, and there's 
always more pressure on men 
to succeed than women." 

The speaker session was 
just one of the many events 
sponsored by the Women's 
Issues Group since its cre¬ 
ation earlier this year. Other 
events included a screening 
of the film "Killing Us 
Softly", a movie depicting 


female expioitaiton, and a 
series of discussions and re¬ 
ports at OR and UNH during 
Womens History Week, which 
was March 1st to the 13th. 

"The main purpose of this 
group," stated English teacher 
and group advisor Emma 
Rous,"is to make the students 
more aware of the problems 
we women face.
